Axe authority, 
says bay study © 





The Western Region Commission’s study of 
Port Phillip Bay around Williamstown, Altona 
‘ and Werribee, has called for an overhaul, or 
possible axing, of the Port .Phillip Authority, 
which controls the bay. ae 
The Study, released last week, recommends 
more responsibility for local .councils, in coastal 
management and planning. .e 
It says that the bay area in the west has “an 
environment virtually unspoiled by man”. - 
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Although the area of the bay does not have 
the same quality landscape as other parts, it has 
many natural environmental features. 

The vice-chairman of the commission, Cr. Leo 
Hoffmann (Williamstown), .said the western fore- 
shore was different, and probably more varied than 
anywhere else in the bay. 

“Apart from the apparent low standard of 
water quality, the western region coast is relatively 
unspoiled by man,” he said. : 

“State and Federal Governments must join with 
local governments to ensure that this critical part 
of the bay is developed in an effective and sensitive 
manner.” : 

The report says that, despite intense urbanisa- 


.tion around the bay, the western section was mostly 


undeveloped, and contained rare plant species 
closely linked with bird life.
